ber revolver he had bought from 
a school friend for $6 and had 
kept secietly in his room. 


As he took the gun from a 


drawer, it went off. 


"Robert fell down groaning,' 


Richard said, adding: 


"I couldn't stand to see him suf- 


fer like that. 
I backed up two 


or three steps. 


"I shot him again to put him 


out of his misery.'' 


Richard then called West Los 


Angeles police and sobbingly re- 
ported: 


"I have just shot my brother."

WASHINGTON. Oct. 17—(fP)— 


The Supreme Court today agreed 
to review a decision that the 1949 
Federal Rent Control Act is un- 
constitutional. 


The decision has been held in 


abeyance pending Supreme Court 
action. 


Handed down by U. S. district 


court judge EUvyn R. Shaw in 
Chicago, the decision was appealed 
directly to the high tribunal by 
the justice department. 
The de- 


partment contends Shaw's opinion 
is erroneous. 


The Supreme Court will hear 


arguments on the issue in a couple 
weeks, then give its ruling later. 


The 1949 rent act permits states 


and municipalities to end rent 
controls. Shaw declared this an 
unconstitutional 
delegation 
of 


power by congress, then ruled the 
entire act invalid. 
The justice 


department's appeal said 14,000,- 
000 (M) housing accommodations 
remain under rent controls 
It 


The court, in its third meeting 


of the new term, again confined 
its actions to orders with no 
opinions handed down. 


Review Is Declined

the contempt conviction of a wit- 
ness in the Alger Hiss perjury 
case was properly 
overturned. 


William Rosen, 65, of Santa Mon-

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VA Bungling Costs Taxpayers 
Close to Fifty Million Dollars

WASHINGTON — (NEA) — Administrative 


bungling and Congressional delay will cost the 
U. S. taxpayers at least $50,000,000 worth of 
sayings in the veterans' training and education 
prbgram this year. 


Early last spring Veterans Administration told 


Congress it could save the Treasury more than 
$100,000,000 if it had the power to keep veterans 
out of courses which it called "avocational and 
recreational." Congress waited until late this 
summer to give VA that power. VA officials 
had plenty of assurances beforehand that the 
bill giving it to them would be passed. But 
when it was passed and signed by the president 
on August 24, they were caught flatfooted. 


It wasn't until September 15 that VA could 


announce that it had figured out how to ad- 
minister its new authority. But by that time, 
after a series of blunders which almost gypped 
an estimated 15,000 veterans out of tuition and 
several months' subsistence checks, it became 
obvious that VA could not get the low operating 
until next semester. It had to postpone enforc- 
ing the measure until November 1. 


The $50,000,000 estimate of what all this fool- 


ishness will cost the taxpayer is really conser- 
vative. It is based -on the fact that most colleges 
and schools operate on a two-semester 
basis. 


With VA unable to use its new power to keep 
vets out of recreational and avocational courses 
until the second semester of this year, at least 
half of the estimated $100,000,000 savings can't 
be made. 


Big Rush, for Seats 
There is a lot more to it than that. Delaying 


the enforcement of the new law opened the 
gate lor all veterans to get started in many 
courses now, which might not be available to 
them later. And once they are started in those 
courses, or types of training, they can continue 
on for one, two or three ye'ars, until they are 
finished. So possible savings which the law 
seeks to make have actually been lost for sev- 
eral years. Thus the delay and poor handling 
of the whole matter by VA may end up by 
costing much more than even the $10,000,000 
which VA thought it would save in the first 
year. 


And this result is already apparent. Since 


VA announced the postponement, schools all 
over the country report that thousands of vet- 
erans have suddenly decided to enroll now— 
while there is no question of getting in under 
the GI training program—who otherwise might 
have waited a year or two. 


The most important section of the law in 


this connection is not the one which will keep 
veterans out 
of dance 
courses, 
bartending 


schools, and the like. There has come to be 
pretty general agreement that 
tHat type of 


training was not the intention of the GI bill. 
The section involved limits further training to 
all vets who have either interrupted a course 
or who have completed one phase of a course. 
Has to .Lead to a, Job 
VA's'position is. that if a veteran dropped a 


course or changed one, he shouldn't be eligible 
for !any more training unless he can prove 
beyond any doubt that any more courses will 
lead directly to a job. And the same applies 
to a vet who might have finished one phase of 
training and wants to take advanced training 
with the credits he has left. 


In presenting the cast to Congress, VA offi- 


cials said that they believed that most of those 
veterans were just using the GI training as 
unemployment insurance. 


Announcing on Sept. 15 that as of Sept. 12 


the rigid restrictions on GI training would go 
into effect was the blunder which finally forced 
VA to abandon enforcing the restrictions until 
ment found the estimated 15,000 veterans who 
would be affected already enrolled for the term. 


VA officials admitted that they were aware 


that a great number of vets would get caught 
short by the poorly-timed announcement. But 
they thought that the inconvenience and loss 
of money to them would be worth the savings 
to the Treasury that could be made by getting 
the restrictions in force for this semester. They 
didn't anticipate that it would kick up such 
a fuss. 
f' 


Most U. S. educators have fought the whole 


VA theory of limiting GI training. They were 
glad to be able to use the administrative errors 
of VA as a means of getting the regulations 
postponed a semester. 


Citizen of the Hoosegow 


Garry Davis, the young man who gave up 


his American citizenship to become a "world 
citizen," has been pursuing his aim of world 
federation in odd ways lately. 


He was arrested in Paris for his insistence on 


being allowed to go to jail. Several times he 
camped himself on the doorstep of a military 
prison, demanding to be tossed in as a com- 
panion to Jean Moreau, who is serving a sen- 
tence as a conscientious objector.

He was adjudged 
guilty and sentenced to eight days in jail. But 
he was immediately released because he al- 
ready had been detained that long.

Admirals Differ on A-Bomb

WASHINGTON, Oct. 17 — It's a lough job 


for Mr. John Q. Public today to make head 
or tail of the welter of headlines and accusa- 
tions hurled for and against the B-36, the 
navy and the atomic bomb. 


However, to keep the record straight, here 


are some statements made by some of the same 
admirals before the B-36 controversy got so 
hot: 


Statement No. 1—Made by Adm. Ralph A. 


Ofstie to the House armed services committee 
last week was that the A-bomb was inhuman, 
barbaric and should not be used. 


Statement No. 2 — Made by the same Ad- 


miral Ofstie one year before June 30, 1948, at 
the Aviation Writers' association in New York 
—the atomic bomb is the "main shot in our 
armament locker. The delivery of the atomic 
bomb both should be and probably is a major 
consideration today in the war plans of the 
air force and naval aviation." 
, 


Statement No. 3 — Naval testimony presented 


before the armed services committee last week 
was that the A-bomb would do little damage 
a short distance from the target and that its 
importance was being over emphasized by the 
army, air force and secretary of defense. 


Statement No. 4 — Early in 1948, Adm. Dan 


Gallery wrote a memo which for about a year 
became the navy's textbook in its battle against 
the air force. The memo read: 


"The next war will be a lot different from 


any previous one. 
It seems obvious that the 


next time our Sunday punch will be an atomic 
bomb aimed at the enemy capitols or industrial 
centers and that the outcome of the war will 
be determined by strategic bombing. The war 
will be won by whichever side is able to deliver 
the atomic bomb to the enemy, and at the same 
time protect its own territory against similar 
delivery. 


"I think the time is right now," continued 


Admiral Gallery, "for the navy to start an ag- 
gressive campaign aimed at proving that the 
navy can deliver the atomic bomb more effec- 
tively than the air forces can. 


"If the navy makes delivery of the atomic 


bomb its major mission, and if we develop the 
proper ships, planes and tactics, the navy can 
become the principal offensive branch of the 
national defense system — the branch which 
actually delivers the knockout blow." 
Navy Faces Obsolescence 
Significantly, Admiral Gallery also stated: 
"It has been assumed, at least implicitly, that 


the next war will not be much different from 
the last one. This assumption is b a s i c a l l y 
wrong, and if we stick to it the navy will 
soon be obsolete." 


Following the Gallery memo, the navy did 


stage an all-out fight to take over the deliv- 
ery of the A-bomb. This was what the contro- 
versy over the super-airplane carrier was all 
about. Two vitally important conferences were 
held to decide this question, and the first meet- 
ing, the famous Key West conference called by 
Secretary Forrestal March 11, 1948, decided the 
following two basic policies: 


1. Strategic bombing, in other words deliv- 


ery of the A-bomb, should be the responsibil- 
ity of the air force. 


2. 
Anti-submarine warfare should be the 


responsibility of naval aviation. 


This latter point has received scant attention, 


but there was quite an argument over whether 
the navy or the air force should battle sub- 
marines, since most of the sub-patrol work in 
the recent war was done by land-based planes 
and the army with the civil air patrol had a 
notable record. But the navy won out on this 
and there was no further argument. 
Persistent Admirals 
Argument continued, however, regarding the 


delivery of the atomic bomb. Despite the de- 
cision taken at Key West, the admirals per- 
sisted. 
They were so persistent that another 


conference was called by Forrestal at Newport, 
R. I., Aug. 20, 1948, to rehash the same thing. 


Once again it was decided that the air force 


should be responsible for delivery of the' atomic 
bomb. But even then, the admirals' revolt per- 
sisted and Secretary Forrestal, desperately an- 
xious for harmony, finally called in Eisenhower 
as umpire. 


It has only been since that time that the 


admirals have shifted their tactics and argued 
that the A-bomb was inhuman, barbaric, in- 
effective and not a decisive factor in time of 
war. 


Meanwhile the Bikini report, which tells the 


story of the bomb's effectiveness, continues to 
be hushed up by the navy. Scientists say pri- 
vately that its findings are so sensational as to 
make surface warships almost useless. 
Eisenhower OK'd B-36 


Statement No. 5—Admiral Denfeld, chief of 


naval operations, charged last week that the 
B-36 program had been expanded last April 
without consulting the navy. 


Statement No. 6—In April Admiral Denfeld 


joined the other chiefs of staff in OKing con- 
tinuation of the B-36 program. 


This is one of the most significant and least 


known of the backstage maneuvering between 
the air force and the navy. Here is what hap- 
pened. 


Louis Johnson, assuming the office of de- 


fense secretary in late March found that a cer- 
tain number of B-36's had been ordered" and 
that the final order of additional B-36's had not 
gone through. 
Therefore, he asked budget di- 


rector Pace to write a letter to General Eisen- 
hower, a copy of which was sent to the joint 
chiefs of staff, asking whether the rest of 
the B-36 program was to proceed. 


Eisenhower's answer, by telephone, was that 


there was no need to reconsider the matter. 
Simultaneously, the joint chiefs of staff unani- 
mously ruled — and this included Denfeld — 
that the B-36 program was to go ahead. 


Statement No. 7 — By Chairman Carl Vinson 


of the House armed services committee last 
April: "Persons within the national military 
establishment on the government payrolls are 
endangering the national security through their 
effort to sell the public their own particular 
views regarding air power." 


Chairman Vinson's committee has now be- 


come quite a sounding board itself with almost 
every word cabled to Moscow.

The Doctor Says 
Relatives of Penicillin Attack 
Another Group of Infections

Everyone knows about penicil- 


lin and the remarkable 
effects 


which it has on certain diseases. 
Recently 
two 
new 
substances 


somewhat" like penicillin 
have 


been 
developed 
which 
h a v e 


brought another group of diseases 
under frontal attack. These rela- 
tives of penicillin have been ob- 
tained from living germs com- 
monly found 
in 
ordinary soil. 


These preparations are aureomy- 
ciii and ckloromycetin; they are 
related to still another known as 
streptomycin 
which 
has 
been 


available for a somewhat longer 
time. 


Aureomycin which was the first 


of the two available in quantity 
appears to be of value in several 
diseases caused by germ-like or- 
ganisms known as Ricksettsia. 
Rickettsiae cause a number of dis- 
eases among which are Rocky 
Mountain spotted fever and Q 
fever, both of which have been 
discussed in these columns. Aure- 
omycin also appears to be of value 
in parrot fever which carries the 
technical name of psittacosis. 
Battles Typhoid 
Favorable reports have appeared 


from the use of aureomycin in 
typhoid 
and related 
infections, 


certain infections of the urinary 
tract, 
brucellosis 
or 
undulant 


fever, and several other kinds of 
infections. 


Both these substances have not 


been tried long enough to be ab- 
solutely sure of dosage in all cases, 
nor to decide which, is better than 
the other. Enough work has been 
done, however, to show that both 
are enormously helpful in the bat- 
tle against many of Ihe infectious 
diseases which could not previ- 
ously be successful! conquered by 
anything available. 


It is practically certain that a 


whole new group of infections 
will eventually be brought under 
control by the use of one or both 
of these preparations, or perhaps 
others still to be discovered.

McKENNEY Answers Your

The threes play an important 


part in Canasta and today I want 
o clear up in question and answer 
torm some points concerning these 
mportant cards. 


Question: I have one or more 


•ed treys in my hand. I put them 


the table and I draw a card 


rom the stock pile to replace 
hem but I forget to draw a card 
'or myself. After I discard can I 
till draw from the stock pile? 


Answer: No, you can't How- 


ever, if before that next player 
plays, he noticed that you did not 
draw he can iorce you to take the 
op card on the stock pile, but you 
can't change any of your melds or 
discards. The rules state the act 
of discarding ends a player's turn 
even though he should have failed 
o draw a card. 


Question: If I put a red trey 


down and then meld three tens 
would that meet the requirements 
if a minimum meld? 


Answer: No, it would nol. The 


100 points for a red trey is a bonus 


i receive provided you make a 


egal minimum meld. Therefore, 
f you put down three tens, (while 
t is true you have melded 30 and 
he red trey will now score an ad- 
ditional 100 points for you), you 
have not met the requirements of 
a minimum meld. 


Question: If i pick up a red trey 


in the discard pile and meld it 
immediately do I get to draw an- 
ohter card from the stock pile? 


Answer: No, you do not. How- 


ever, you place it on the table and 
it counts just the same as if you 
had drawn it from the stock pile. 
Of course, the only way you can 
get a red trey in the discard pile 
is when the dealer turns it up 
originally, and you later pick up 
the pack. 


Question: Can I use a red trey 


to freeze the pack, if I prefer to 
do so, rather than meld it on the 
table? 


Answer: No, you cannot. They 


must be put on the table immedi- 
ately. If you forget to put them 
down and are caught with them, 
when the other side goes out, they 
will cost you a penalty of 500 
points each. 


Question: If I am caught with a 


black trey in my hand does it 
count against me? 


Answer: Yes, it counts five 


points against you. In other words 
you treat it the same as any other 


:nickel" card. 


Question: If^ there is only one 


card in the discard pile, and it is 
a black trey, and I have two black 
treys in my hand, can I pick this 
black trey up if it will put me 
out? 


Answer: No, you cannot. You 


can never pick up a black trey, 
deuce or joker in the discard pile 
even though you have matching 
cards in your hand. As a matter 
the fact you must automatically 
draw from the stock pile. 


Question: Can I at any time 


meld the black treys? 


Answer: Yes you can meld 


three or four black treys, if they 
will put you out. You can meld 
two or three or more black treys 
with a wild card, as long as you 
go out. 


Questiou: If I go out with a 


concealed hand can I use the 
black treys not only to go out 
with, but also to help me make 
my minimum meld requirement? 


Answer: In order to go out with 


a concealed hand you need a Ca- 
nasta. If you have a Canasta in 
your hand you can meld your 
black treys. 
However, yo-a can 


never have a Canesta of black 
treys. In other words, you- could 
not put down four black treys and 
three wild cards and call it a 
Canasta. One other point to re- 
member is when you go down 
concealed, you must have a Ca- 
nasta but you do not have to meet 
the requirements of an 
initial 


meld.

More Feed To 
High Producers 


On* egg in the fall is usually 


worth two in the spring. That is 
why successful poultry 
raisers 


strive to maintain high fall and 
winter egg production. For such 
production you need now well- 
bred, healthy birds, good feed and 
comfortable houses. 


However it must be remember- 


ed that high producing hens re- 
quire more feed than low produc- 
ers. 
One hundred white leghorn 


hens laying 80 eggs per day will 
eat approximately 27 pounds of 
fe«d per day, whereas 100 hens 
laying 20 eggs per day will con- 
sume about 20 Ibs. of feed per day. 


The interesting thing about this 


comparison, points out the Exten- 
sion. Agent, is that the extra seven 
pounds 
.of feed 
produced five 


dozen more eggs. 


Water, of course, is essential to 


the health of the flock. Good egg 
production is not possible unless 
the hens are kept with about 2 
pounds of water per pound of feed 
consumed.

While U. S. farmers harvest 


their second largest. crops in his- 
tory (see charts above), Depart- 
ment of Agriculture officials are 
forming plans to curb production 
of several "basic crops" in 1950. 
For the first time, corn may be 
placed under marketing quotas 
next year and, wheat and rice 
growers subject to acreage allot- 
ments. With the cotton crop the 
largest in 12 • years. Agriculture 
Secretary Brannan has proposed 
a cutback of at least 20 per cent 
in cotton production next year. 


Peanuts and tobacco are already 
under marketing quotas. Under 
new crop control laws, growers 
must approve by secret ballot 
before quotas can be clamped on 
any crop. The quota system tells 
a farmer how much'he can mar- 
ket, with heavy penalty taxes for 
failure to comply. 
The acreage 


allotment system, a less rigid 
form of control, 'tells him how 
much he can plant and withholds 
price supports if he overplants. 
(All 1949 figures" in charts above 
are latest forecasts.) 


Soil Treatment 
For Pastures 


An example 'of good manage- 


ment with pasture and steers is 
given below. Emmett Dodson of 
Adrain county applied soil treat- 
ment according to the. needs as 
ihown by soil tests. He applied 
ime and fertilizer as needed on a 
30 acre pasture. He produced 101 
pounds of beef per acre during 46 
days of grazing. This grazing per-, 
od was from July 27 to Septem- 
ber 12 when cattle normally do 
not do that well. 


This grain was made by 22 two 
ear old steers that picked up an 
average of three pounds per steer 
per day. They sold off gross at 
!22 per hundred pounds and this 


figures a gross return of $22.42 
per acre for this 46 day period. 
He reports there is still plenty-oi 
grazing left on the pasture.-

Mulching Strawberries 
Helps Keep Fruit Clean 


Mulching strawberries keeps the 


fruits clears helps keep in mois- 
ture by reducing evaporation and 
weed growth and prevents winter 
injury caused by hard freezes and 
soil heaving. Early December is 
usually sor n enough to put on the 
mulch, as early frosts cause nor- 
mal maturity of the plants. But 
to be safe, it's good to pile the 
mulching material at the edge 'of 
the patch during October. Then if 
an early hard freeze is anticipated 
the mulch can be applied immedi- 
ately. This extra handling of the 
mulching material is good as it 
rids it of grain and weed seeds. 
Straw is the best mulching mater- 
ial available in Missouri, although 
shredded fodder and old hay will 
do the job. Materials that pack 
closely, such as leaves, 'are not 
recommended.
